Bennett recognized

According to Len Singer, 
spokesperson for the Wayne 
County Noise Mitigation Program, 
Romulus had 875 homes that 
were identified as being eligible 
for the buyout or sound insulation 
program. To date, the county has 
acquired 172 homes for the air¬ 
port project - all but one have 
been demolished. 

Singer says these properties 
had to be demolished “...to make 
the property more suitable for an 
airport environment” One struc¬ 
ture, along with two bams, was 
sold to a private entity and relo¬ 
cated. The buyout prices ranged 
between $25,000 - $300,000. 

Homeowners could have opted 
to sign up for the purchase assur¬ 
ance program if they did not want 
to sell their home to the county. 
This feature was designed for 
homeowners that might want to 
sell at a later date to a private par¬ 
ty and would feel more secure by 
locking in a fair market appraisal 
now. 

If the homeowner sells the 
home for less than the fair market 
value 2 -10 years from now the 
county would still have to make 
up the difference in price. Only 
two homeowners have opted to 
use the purchase assurance pro¬ 
gram. Singer says homeowners 
fare better if they have their 
homes sound insulated before 
placing them on the market, be¬ 
cause the homes have become 
more valuable. 

Not every home that lies within 
the catchment area of the airport 
project was eligible for the buy¬ 
out; some were only eligible for 
sound insulation. Homes not eligi¬ 
ble for the buyout lie within the 
outer-ring - those 

in the northern most section of 
Inkster and parts of Westland, and 
a small northeastern portion of 

Dearborn Heights. 

Those homes lying within the 
second ring, bordered by Merri- 
man Ri^d, Middlebelt Road, 
Ecorse RocM and Inkster Road 


are eligible for the buyout or 
sound insulation. Those homes ly¬ 
ing within the third ring, and hav¬ 
ing Wick Road as a northernmost 
border are eligible for the buyout 
or sound insulation. 

According to Singer, a total of 
313 homes have been sound insu¬ 
lated - some are completed, some 
are substantially complete and in 
need of “small cosmetic items;” 
even though work began on these 
homes two years ago. 

Singer says there are approxi¬ 
mately 131 people awaiting a 
sound assessment Most of these 
people have been waiting since 
1998. He hopes to get these home- 
owners to a work-in-process stage 
in the very near future. Not every 
homeowner in the project area 
was interested in participating in 
either option - the buyout or the 
sound insulation program. Singer 
says that 259 homeowners ne¬ 
glected to respond when sent noti¬ 
fication of the sound insulation 
program. 

To get from the application to 
insulation, there is a five step 
process: first a noise assessment 
is done on the home; second, ar¬ 
chitectural drawings are made; 
third, RFP’s are sent out; fourth, 
contractors are awarded bid pack¬ 
ages that contain 25-30 homes; 
and five, contractors begin work 

As a result of all the com¬ 
plaints, investigations and audit 
Singer says the program is defi¬ 
nitely going to be run differently. 
When he starts to notify the next 
community, Taylor, of the pro¬ 
gram, he will target 50 people at a 
time. 

Contractors will be monitored 
closely and placed on a strict 
timeline to get homes completed. 
Contractors will only be allowed 
to draw down 75 percent and only 
after a substantial amount of the 
work has been completed, as op¬ 
posed to the 90 percent they weie 
allowed to draw before the inves¬ 
tigation. Singer says contractors 
will be held to a tighter work 
schedule - homes will have to be 
completed timely - no more 2 - 3 
year projects.

DNA evidence secured when U 
of M- Flint Professor Margarette 
Eby was murdered in her resi¬ 
dence in Flint in 1986, has been 
linked to the 1990 homicide of a 
Northwest flight attendant in Ro¬ 
mulus. 

The link was made after DNA 
was sent to the Michigan State Po¬ 
lice crime lab by the Flint Violent 
Crimes Task Fbrce.

$56 million spent and 
nothing to show for if 


$57.9 million has been spent on Wayne 
County’s “noise abatement program” 
with very little to show for the spent mon¬ 
ey. If there ever was a travesty of justice— 
this program takes the gavel. 

Pick up last week’s ROMULUS RO¬ 
MAN, and you will find an investigative 
piece by MCN’s Ann Parker that outlines 
dozens of complaints from Romulus 
homeowners who have had work done. 
Most of the complaints point to work 
started year’s ago that has never been fin¬ 
ished. 

What I find particularly appalling is 
that the Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA), because of all the complaints of 
mismanagement and fraud, has had to 
step in and put a temporary halt to the 
program. 

Their findings are incredible. Out of 
3,430 homes designated for soundproof¬ 
ing, only 261 homes have been insulated 
against noise since the program started 
nine years ago. Another 312 homes have 
been partially soundproofed. 

But get this — the average time spent 
soundproofing a home is 798 days. That’s 
over two years or nearly twice as long as 
it would take to build a mansion. Even 
more ridiculous is that the average cost 
to soundproof a home has been $40,000. 
There must be gold in the doors and win¬ 
dows that are being installed. What possi¬ 
bly could cost $40,000? 

Again, this is over a nine-year span. 
Many homes were started nine years ago 
and never finished. But some where 
along the way the County has managed to 
spend not one-million, not ten million, 
but fifty-eight million dollars on noise 
mitigation. Where has all the money 
gone? 

Certainly not in the homes of Romulus 
residents who live near the airport. A

program

have been re-routed to big business and 
greedy contractors. 

But enough about the problems. This 
program needs solutions — and fast. 
Wayne County set up a special task force 
early this year and County Commissioner 
John Sullivan who is vice-chair of the 
committee, thinks too many entities are 
involved in operating the program. 

He would like to see one person or 
firm in charge of the program. Kind of 
like “the buck stops here” scenario, I be¬ 
lieve. I see the same problem. Now that 
the sh—has hit the fan, no one wants to 
admit that they are responsible for frit¬ 
tering away 58 million. And so far, no one 
has been admonished, partially because 
no one knows who to blame. One firm, 
one person, and we all know who to 
blame. 

Additionally the task force is recom¬ 
mending a national firm with a great rep¬ 
utation for managing noise mitigation 
programs, should be hired. Again, at this 
point, this makes all the sense in the 
world. What are we waiting for? 

But most importantly, the County needs 
to step in and take care of the people who 
have work that is not complete, or work 
that has been performed poorly. I betcha 
for l/50th of the cost already blown, these 
homes could be fixed right. We some¬ 
times fail to remember it is the home- 
owners that this money was targeted for 
Let’s fix what we have messed up before 


Tax rebate scam explained 


Millions of Americans, from Ju¬ 
ly through September, will be re¬ 
ceiving checks from Uncle Sam. 
Millions more will not 

The Congress, in what it con¬ 
sidered a masterful public rela¬ 
tions coup, passed a reduction in 
the lowest income tax rate from 
15% to 10% effective in the middle 
of this year. This created a huge 
problem for tax returns to be filed 
by April 15th of 2002 for 2001 in¬ 
come. It would have been too com¬ 
plicated to split the year’s income 
into two parts to apply two differ¬ 
ent tax rates on the 2001 return. 

Besides, the politicians wanted 
to get some money back to the vot¬ 
ers before they had to file their tax 
returns next year. They claimed it 
would help rejuvenate the econo¬ 
my (assuming we would spend it 
all rather than paying off bills). 

So the Congress and IRS came 
up with a "formula" to give us an 
"advance" payment of the effect of 
the lower minimum rate before 
we file in 2002. The formula as¬ 
sumed that each taxpayer would 
make exactly the same amount of 
taxable income in 2001 as he or 



she did in the year 2000. 

They then applied the differ¬ 
ence between the old and new 
rates (5%) to half of our 2000 in¬ 
come. But that's not the amount of 
the advance payment They put a 
cap on the amounts, $300 for a sin¬ 
gle taxpayer and $600 for couples 
filing jointly. Does that cap make a 
difference? You bet it does! 

For taxpayers with taxable in¬ 
come at the exact amount before 
the higher (year 2000) rate of 28% 
kicks in, the calculated difference 
would be, for single taxpayers, 
$656 (more than twice the amount 
allowed by the $300 cap). Fbr mar¬ 
ried couples (filing jointly) the cal¬ 
culated amount would have been 
$484 dollars more than the $600 
cap. 

The level at which the 28% rate 


kicks in (in 2000) was $26,250 for 
singles and $43,850 for married 
couples. Notice that the level for 
married couples is not twice the 
amount for singles. That’s the so- 
called "marriage penalty" that 
Congress says it will fix later. 

Will taxpayers make up that 
difference when they file their 
2001 return next year? Not on 
your life! To make sure the only 
relief the taxpayers get is the ad¬ 
vance payment (it is not a rebate 
or refund as most of the media 
call it) the old 15 percent rate will 
be included in the tax tables to ap¬ 
ply to all of the 2001 taxable in¬ 
come. 

Taxpayers will not get the full 
effect of the tax rate reduction un¬ 
til the withholding rates are ad¬ 
justed for income earned in 2002. 
But dont* get too used to that The 
lower tax rate is not permanent It 
expires before the year 2010. Of 
course Congress will make many 
changes between now and then.

I’ve never respected 
football or basketball coaches who 
run up the score against a beaten 
foe. 

When the game is lopsided, the 
honorable thing to do is bring in 
the reserves, the rookies, and the 
while guys. Not pile on the pat¬ 
sies. If we endorsed LeBlanc now, 
that would give him a sweep of the 
local newspaper endorsements 
without giving his opponents. 
Council President Sandra Cicilli 
and Police Chief Emery Price, a 
fair chance to get back in the 
game. 

It’s crunch time. With three 
weeks to go, both of LeBlanc’s op¬ 
ponents must get back into the 
game. Both have enough time to 
challenge LeBlanc’s issues and vi¬ 
sions for the city of Westland. 

LeBlanc stands relatively high 
with the press because he has 
campaigned on issues. Your aver¬ 
age reporter is a policy wonk, a 
sucker for issues. 

In this campaign, only LeBlanc 
has offered specific proposals. Fbr 
a gusty example, LeBlanc’s litera¬ 
ture says: ’The policy of assigning 
city-owned vehicles to employees 
will be reviewed and modified. 
LeBlanc will reduce the number 
of drive-home cars and will also 
restrict the practice of city-paid 
fueling of vehicles. Our vehicles 
(except the undercover police 
cars) will be visibly marked as 
Westland vehicles. This can re¬ 
duce costs while increasing ac¬ 
countability. 

Price, who has run a classy 
campaign, has only offered gener¬ 
al issues. For example, his Web 
site says, ’Move the city forward in 
a positive direction: Creating jobs 
locally by encouraging companies 
to establish their business base in 
our city, thereby expanding eco¬ 
nomic growth, in addition to fill- 


work. Just like the city if Price gets 
elected. 

And the others may do no bet¬ 
ter. Hell, they cannot even staff the 
fire department correctly, so why 
should they care that our money is 
wasted on police that are rude, 
show no respect, and are [this 
caller opines], at home most of 
their shift? 

The city council is a joke and 
the person running it wants to be 
mayor? She may do no better than 
Price and will probably not care if 
the police don’t work and stay at 
home. I dont think anyone that is 
running the city cares where the 
taxes go as long as they get paid.

ing vacant buildings." 

Cicirelli hasnt even presented 
general issues, though she said 
she would send me a list of issues 
with specifics. 

During this time, I'm eager to 
see Cicirelli's and Price roar back 
with substantive issues. Let them 
offer alternatives to LeBlanc’s is¬ 
sues, giving people a choice be¬ 
tween three principled candi¬ 
dates. 

In an ideal campaign, each 
candidate would compete to put 
forth the best ideas. Where there 
are disagreements, each would 
listen to the criticism. 

Perhaps Price could challenge 
LeBlanc's proposal to reduce the 
number of police department em¬ 
ployees' drive-home cars and re¬ 
stricting many city employees' free 
gasoline. This would give voters a 
clear choice and allow taxpayers 
to learn why Westland police em¬ 
ployees get city cars for personal 
use and their Canton counterparts 
dont 

I certainly would like to learn 
how the cars are assigned and un¬ 
derstand why the assignment of 
cars in many cases is not a con¬ 
tract issue. A debate would clarify 
this. 

Having committed to no issues, 
Cicirelli has a zillion options. She 
could hammer home her solutions 
to trying to get Westland out of the 
ruinous incinerator contract or, as 
a recent champion of ethics in 
government, she could propose 
ways to neutralize some of the 
city's deals with former city direc¬ 
tors and deputy directors. 

This would please me because 
it’s wrong for the only issues out 
there to be LeBlanc's. This cuts 
out many ideas and proposals that 
would benefit Westland, such as 
hiring a city planner experienced 
in urban planning to rewrite the 
city’s scary zoning ordinances that 
favor sprawl and franchises over 
neighborhoods and friendly local 
businesses. 

While I will leave this to Chief 
Price who says that he is a friend 


of business, I would like to bring 
up my issue of the month: defang- 
ing the city's overdue library book 
ordinance. 

At a time when Canada and 
many European nations have de¬ 
criminalized smoking marijuana, 
Westland has criminalized read¬ 
ing by passing a law to fine or jail 
people possessing overdue library 
books. 

This is outrageous for a num¬ 
ber of reasons. First of all, the loan 
of a book is a contractual volun¬ 
tary activity. Unless fraud or de¬ 
ception is involved, violation of a 
civil contract should be a civil of¬ 
fense, not a criminal one. If I de¬ 
fault on a $100,000 mortgage, I ex¬ 
pect the bank to sue me, not put 
me in debtors prison. The same 
should apply to a default on a $25 
book. 

Second, there are better things 
and less costly things for the po¬ 
lice and courts to do than harass a 
reader who took more than the 
three-week loan period to read 
the 1,000-page Gone with the Wind, 
A collection agency could handle 
unpaid loans, just like a collection 
agency handles unpaid credit 
card accounts or National Public 
Radio pledge deadbeats. 

Third, Westland students 
should not be penalized for read¬ 
ing or studying. Given the state of 
education in the Wayne-Westland 
Community Schools District, read¬ 
ing should be encouraged. With 
the district spending $110 million 
a year and, according to Standard 
and Poor’s recent evaluation, gen¬ 
erating "well below-average stu¬ 
dent results with comparatively 
high spending," student readers 
need all the encouragement they 
can get 

The Westland Public Library, 
with its great collection of books 
and study aids, does a great job in 
filling the void created by the 
school district I suspect that the 
library has turned many students 
into readers and helped many win 
university scholarships. 

By my guesstimate, the 
$101,000 in lost library books and 
study aids last year probably 
yielded $500,000 in scholarships 
and needed knowledge for guer¬ 
rilla readers. So why doesnt a can- 
didate propose penalizing the 
schools, not the readers, for the 
overdue books?

Overdye library book prosecution harms defendants 


7b the editor: 

I would like to make you aware 
of a situation regarding Westland 
City Ordinance 62-132, which deals 
with theft from the library 

I am sure this ordinance was 
passed with the best of intentions; 
however, I would like you to be 
aware of how it is actually being 
applied in the court system and 
the lack of procedures and guide¬ 
lines that the Westland Library has 
in place to support this ordinance's 
enforcement 

Please keep in mind that I have 
been a Westland resident for the 
past six years. I am a Senior Cata¬ 
strophic Claims Adjuster for an au¬ 
to insurance company In my em¬ 
ployment I deal with fraud on a 
daily basis and do not take the is¬ 
sue of fraud or theft lightly, regard¬ 
less of the amount in question. 

Additionally, I deal with attor¬ 
neys and the court system on a dai¬ 
ly basis, although in the civil are¬ 
na. I have been accused of theft 
from the library related to a book 
that was apparently checked out 
under my library card on April 16, 
2001, titled the Iroquois Indians. I 
assure you that I did not check out 
this book and would have no use 
or interest in a book on this subject 
in a very, very long time, given the 
fact that I am 30 years old, not at¬ 
tending school, and have no chil¬ 
dren. 

According to Mr Burchill, I be¬ 
gan receiving notices regarding 
the return of this book in late May 
and early June of 2000. I did not 
receive these notices because I 
was at my residence very little 
from May 2000 until July 4, 2000. 
when my ex-girlfriend finally 
moved out The reason being, I 
had asked my girlfriend to move 
out with her three children in May 
of 2000 because we were not get¬ 
ting along. This relationship was 
the proverbial rebound, after my 
divorce in June 1999. 

I came to find out there was a 
large amount of mail that came to 
my residence that I did not receive 
related to other issues and debts 
that my ex-girlfriend had incurred 


in my name and without my per¬ 
mission or knowledge. My first 
knowledge of this issue was when I 
received a collection letter from 
Unique Management Services. 

Unfortunately, with mpch em¬ 
barrassment, on September 20, 
2000,1 retained an attorney to de¬ 
clare Chapter 7 Bankruptcy. I for¬ 
warded this notice to my attorney. 
I also received a notice from the 
Westland Police on February 23, 
2001, which I forwarded to my at¬ 
torney, who assured me this would 
be taken care of during the Bank¬ 
ruptcy Proceedings. 

At no time did I contact the li¬ 
brary or police department direct¬ 
ly because I was represented by an 
attorney in this matter In my line 
of work, with the civil courts, if a 
person is represented by an attor¬ 
ney I can not contact them directly. 
I assumed this was the case in this 
matter also. 

On March 12, 2001, a 'Notice of 
Meeting of Creditors" was sent to 
the Westland library. In this notice 
it clearly states that, "Deadline to 
file complaint objecting to dis¬ 
charge or to determine discharge- 
ability of certain debts" must be 
filed by June 18.2001. 

The Meeting of The Creditors 
took place on April 14, 2001. No 
representative from the library 
was present and to this date my at¬ 
torney is not aware of any objec¬ 
tions being filed related to the li¬ 
brary debt I think a logical person 
would assume that the matter was 
resolved, although not in the best 
of ways. 

In the beginning of June 2001, to 
my dismay, I received a notice that 
I was to be arraigned for theft of a 
library book on June 19, 2001. I 
spoke to Mr McConnell, Westland 
prosecutor, directly by phone the 
week of June 11, 200i, by the ad¬ 
vice of my attorney. I briefly ex¬ 
plained the situation and advised 
him that I was more than willing to 
resolve this matter by payment of 
the replacement value of the book 
and any fines or administrative 
costs associated with this matter, 
which totaled $51.15. 


Mr. McConnell advised me that 
I would need to appear at the ar¬ 
raignment and at that time a rep¬ 
resentative of the library would be 
present for me to speak to. On 
June 21, 2001, I received an order 
of discharge regarding the debts 
included in my Bankruptcy. I ap¬ 
peared at arraignment where by 
paperwork only, I plead not guilty 
to the chaiges. I asked to speak to 
a representative from the library 
at that time; however, I was ad¬ 
vised that Mr. Burchill was not pre¬ 
sent 

On July 13, 2001, I wrote Mr. 
Burchill a letter explaining the sit¬ 
uation and my willingness to pay 
the replacement cost of the book 
and any fines associated with it 
Mr Burchill's response was that I 
ignored this issue and now the 
matter is in the hands of the 18th 
District Court 

On July 22, 2001, I wrote to Mr 
McConnell again, detailing the cir¬ 
cumstances of this case and my 
willingness to pay all costs associ¬ 
ated with this matter. To date I 
have not received a response from 
Mr McConnell. 

On August 15,2001,1 attended a 
Pretrial conference, where I met 
with Mr Plakas and Mr Burchill, 
again pointing out the circum¬ 
stances surrounding this situation, 
as well as all documentation to 
support I was appalled by not on¬ 
ly Mr. Plakas's attitude, but also Mr 
Burchill's. 

Please keep in mind I deal with 
attorneys daily and know that 
sometimes their egos are larger 
than the offices they sit in. Mr 
Plakas as well as Mr Burchill went 
above and beyond that and were 
nothing short of rude. 

They did not want to hear any¬ 
thing I had to say, cutting me off in 
mid sentence, taking phone calls 
while I was speaking to them and 
responding to me that I had ig¬ 
nored this issue and had a chance 
to resolve it previously. 

Once they understood that their 
bully tactics were not going to 
work, they stated a trial date must 
be set. I now have a court-ap¬ 


pointed attorney representing me 
in this case. 

I thought possibly that Mr. 
Burchill's and Mr Plakas' attitude 
may have been rooted in their own 
personal beliefs on Bankruptcy. 
Mr. Plakas, during my pretrial con¬ 
ference, stated my only defense 
was bankruptcy, which is not the 
case, merely a fact to explain how 
this matter came to this point, and 
that I didn't ignore their letters. 

Previously, I, myself, could not 
understand why anyone should be 
able to declare bankruptcy just be¬ 
cause they are irresponsible with 
their money; however, I have 
learned the hard way that you 
don't always know the circum¬ 
stances of a person's life, and that 
irresponsibility is not the only 
cause. 

After sitting in the courtroom 
for three hours watching other cas¬ 
es, that may not be an excuse for 
Mr. Plakas's and Mr Burchill's atti¬ 
tudes. Regardless of the particu¬ 
lars of this case, I was amazed by 
what I received from the library as 
far as documentation that they 
keep regarding their patrons' li¬ 
brary cards, as well as the lack of 
procedures they have in place to 
protect their card members. 

I have, in writing, from Mr. 
Burchill that 1. The application for 
Borrowers Card, which requires 
the applicant's signature indicat¬ 
ing they agree to the terms of the 
caixl, is shredded after the basic 
information is input into their 
computers. 2. No record is kept re¬ 
garding past history of materials 
checked out under a library card 
other than if fines are currently 
due. 3. No documentation is kept 
as to where an item was checked 
out at, either at the remote scan¬ 
ner or at the main desk with the 
assistance of a library employee. 

Of course, according to Mr. 
Burchill, the procedure is: if a pa¬ 
tron presents a valid library card 
or picture identification, they may 
check out materials and its the pa¬ 
trons ultimate responsibility to re¬ 
port a lost or stolen card. 

Unfortunately, I don't think 


most people use their library card 
on a daily, weekly, monthly or, in 
my case yearly basis, to notice if a 
jilted girlfriend has removed it 
from your wallet or a drawer with¬ 
out your permission 

A glaring example that the min¬ 
imal procedures that are in place 
are not always followed is docu¬ 
mented in the paperwork Mr. 
Burchill provided to me, upon my 
request The card in question was 
originally issued to me on March 
27, 1997. Per Mr Burchill, as well 
as the informational pamphlet ti¬ 
tled,' Library Services," after three 
years, a library card expires and 
identification must be provided to 
renew the card. 

In 1997, I resided on Hiveley 
Street however the library had my 
current Redman address. Given 
the fact that this library card 
should have expired on March 26, 
2000, the library has my current 
address and the book in question 
was checked out on April 16, 2000, 
this card must have been renewed. 

However, I did not renew the 
card and, in fact I did not change 
the address on my driver’s license 
until June 16, 2000. Setting aside 
the attitudes of Mr Plakas Jr. and 
Mr. Burchill, I am amazed at the 
time and money spent in these 
matters. 

At my pretrial conference I saw 
two other cases regarding library 
books set for trial. Both requested 
jury trials and both requested 
court appointed attorneys like my¬ 
self. I could not believe when a 
third person, a young woman, 
came before Judge McKnight who 
had already returned the books 
and paid the fines, was sentenced 
to probation and an additional 
$100 fine. When the woman ex¬ 
pressed that she was a full time 
student and only worked 12 hours 
a week, she was instructed pay the 
$100.00 or do five days on the work 
program. Is this justice? Was this 
the intention of the ordinance? 

Would not the money spent on 
prosecuting people as criminals be 
better used to update the library 
computer system to capture and 


keep track of more relevant infor¬ 
mation, implementing library poli¬ 
cies to protect the patrons from 
theft and fraud, such as doing 
away with the remote/self serve 
check out desk and being a little 
more proactive, like movie rental 
stores, in securing information on 
whose using a card or maybe using 
a collection company attorney to 
pursue these matters so that reim¬ 
bursement of replacement costs 
and fines can be collected much 
more effectively 

I question whether or not the 
people that this ordinance was 
meant to pursue, people truly 
guilty of theft, could be found 
guilty under this ordinance, given 
the libraries lack of documenta¬ 
tion, and keeping in mind the bur¬ 
den of unreasonable doubt Also, 
could this not give rise to civil law¬ 
suits against the library for mali¬ 
cious prosecution? 

Mr. Burchill would have plenty 
of time to deal with these issues if 
he was not in court daily regarding 
cases such as mine. Please keep in 
mind I am charged with a criminal 
misdemeanor and, obviously, in 
the insurance industry, criminal 
background checks are done. I is¬ 
sue an average of $200,000 in 
checks for personal injury protec¬ 
tion benefits to insureds and med¬ 
ical providers, daily. Even a 
charge of theft can be detrimental 
to a career 

Do you think that an employer 
will look much beyond the charge 
itself to find out the circumstances 
of the matter before moving on to 
the next applicant for a job or pro¬ 
motion. Just as an aside, I over¬ 
heard an unnamed court appoint¬ 
ed attorney expressing his displea¬ 
sure regarding these issues stating, 
"if they want to bottleneck the 
courts with this type of case then 
that’s what we have to do." 

I would assume he is not the on¬ 
ly officer of the court with this 
opinion, and I doubt the citizens of 
Westland are aware of what is tak¬ 
ing place, yet

Act 451, Public Acts of Michigan, 1976, as amended, provides in part that the inspectors of 
election at an annual or special election shall not receive the vote of a person residing in a regis¬ 
tration school district whose name is not registered as an elector in the city or township in which 
the person resides. 

The last day for receiving registrations for the special election will be Tuesday, September 4, 
2001. Persons registering after the Clerk's office closes on Tuesday, September 4, 2001, will not 
be eligible to vote at the special election. Persons planning to register must determine when the 
Clerk's office will be open for registration. 

Under the provisions of Act 451, Public Acts of Michigan, 1976, as amended, registrations 
will not be taken by school officials, and only persons who have registered as general electors 
with the appropriate Clerk of the City of Township in which they reside, or through registration at 
a Secretary of State driver's license bureau, are registered school electors. 

The following proposal will be submitted to the electors at the election on Monday, October 1, 
2001 : 

NON-HOMESTEAD PROPERTY TAX OPERATING MILLAGE PROPOSITION 

This millage will renew the District's le\y of operating niillage, which expires with the 2001 levy, 
as reduced by statute to the rate of 17.8884 mills ($0.178884 on each $1,000 of taxable value) 
against non-homestead property and restore the District's statutorily reduced operating millage 
to 18 mills by 0.1116 mills ($0.1116 on each $1,000 of taxable value) such that the District may 
continue to levy not more than the statutoiy maximum of 18 mills against non-homestead property 
required for the school district to receive its revenue per pupil foundation guarantee. 

Shall the millage previously approved by the electors as an assessment against all proper¬ 
ty in Van Buren Public Schools, Counties of Wayne and Washtenaw, except homestead 
property and qualified agricultural property as defined by law, as statutorily reduced to 
17.8884 mills ($0.178884 on each $1,000 of taxable value) be continued for five (5) years, 
2002 to 2006, inclusive, and be increased by 0.1116 mills ($0.1116 on each $1,000 of tax¬ 
able value) for a period of five (5) years, 2002 through 2006, inclusive, to provide in part 
the funds to operate and maintain the school system? This is a renewal of the school's oper¬ 
ating millage and a restoration of the Headlee Reduction for 2002 through 2006 inclusive. It 
is estimated that the revenue the school district will collect if the millage is approved and 
levied in the 2002 calendar year shall be approximately $10,452,000 from the local taxes 
authorized in this proposal.

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Final year may be Wayne’s best in Mega football 


Carter says 
Zebras can 
win title

Wayne Memorial’s final sea¬ 
son in the Mega Conference may 
be its best 

"We're shooting for the title," 
said Wayne Coach Floyd Carter. 
"We have all the kids to get the 
job done." 

Carter, who is in his 32nd 


year in coaching, will open the 
2001 football campaign Friday 
night at Romulus against a team 
that also returns most of its play¬ 
ers who went 9-0 in the regular 
season a year ago under first- 
year coach Wade Cook. 

Romulus has Charles Searcy 
back, and with Searcy the Ea¬ 
gles have one of the premier 
running backs in the state. 

"I have watched them (Romu¬ 
lus) scrimmage and they have 
quickness and talent. They will 
have an excellent team." 

Wayne will open at Romulus 
Friday night at 7 and will close 
against traditional rival, West- 
land John Glenn. 

In between, the Zebras are 
looking at such opponents as 
Edsel Ford, Dearborn, Ypsilan- 
ti, Lincoln Park, Woodhaven, 


Taylor Truman and a crossover 
with Garden City. 

If you have spotted that these 
are not the traditional Red Divi¬ 
sion opponents that Wayne usu¬ 
ally plays, it's because Wayne 
has been moved to the White Di¬ 
vision. It also is the final year 
for the Zebras in the Mega. They 
will join John Glenn, Plymouth- 
Salem, Plymouth-Canton in the 
Western Lakes Conference in 
2002 . 

Wayne has 22 seniors return¬ 
ing off of a squad that posted a 
1-8 record a year ago. But they 
will go into Friday night's game 
with Romulus without their reg¬ 
ular quarterback Zack Lappan, 
who suffered a hand injury in a 
scrimmage. Also, blue chip, Di¬ 
vision 1 caliber running back, 
Clifton Edwards, is out for the 


first couple of games. Edwards 
sustained an injury during a 
football camp and will not be 
available the first half of the 
season. 

In Lappan’s place, senior QB 
David Cicotte is scheduled to 
start He'll have fullbacks James 
McLeod (senior, 6-1, 230) and 
Andrew Parks (junior, 6-2, 245), 
along with running back Darian 
Mitchell, who has great speed, 
to help him move the offense. 

Sophomore T. J. Dillard, who 
has no varsity experience but is 
one of the best sprinters around, 
also will be in the Wayne back- 
field. 

The offensive line is packed 
with senior experience from 
end to end: tight end Michael 
Rashad, a senior who is 6-4, 185 
pounds needs no introduction - 


he's an all-division caliber play¬ 
er, and Dennis Lee, a senior who 
is 5-11, 160, enhance Wayne's 
chances of winning the title. 

Then there are center 
Stephen Petty (senior, 5-10, 230), 
guards Chris Cox (senior, 5-11, 
215) and Mike Porta, junior 5-10, 
230; tackles Bernard Evans (se¬ 
nior, 6-0, 240) and Kevin Lindsey 
(senior, 6-0, 230); and tight end 
Lance Bessett (senior, 6-3, 230) 
who provide the experience on 
the line. 

On paper, Wayne also looks 
tough on defense. They have 
nose guard Brent Colaianne, a 5- 
11, 235-pound senior returning 
to anchor the defense. Cola¬ 
ianne comes from a long line of 
outstanding athletes. His uncle 
as well as father were All-Area 
athletes at Wayne High. 


The defensive ends are Lang 
and Parks, while the down line¬ 
men include John McFalls (6-1, 
240) who played as a sophomore 
but didn't report for action a 
year ago. 

Lindsey and Evans will be 
used on defense as tackles. 

The linebacking corps will be 
led by inside linebacker Cox, 
who will be flanked by Jimmy 
Brucker (senior, 5-8, 180) and 
Jonathan Edwards (5-8, 170). In 
the Wayne secondary there are 
Dillard, Maurice Jackson (ju¬ 
nior, 5-8, 170) and Kurtis Allen 
(senior, 5-10,170). 

This may be Wayne's last 
chance to win a Mega Confer¬ 
ence football championship, but 
it definitely is their best chance 
to go all the way and also qualify 
for the playoffs.
